2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record (the Drewes reference) fails to disclose a detector layer comprising a 
polymer component capable of change in optical thickness upon exposure to analyte, 
nor a polymer with intrinsic microporosity. Absent these features, the function of the 
reference is materially different than that of applicant's and so a combination with other 
references to incorporate these features is non-obvious and perhaps not possible. Other 
prior art of record discloses polymer components capable of change in optical thickness

upon exposure to analyte and/or with intrinsic microporosity, but not layered between at 
least partially reflective layers. Also, the use of islands or patterns, differential 
permeability and thickness, and arrays sharing layers of the sensors is unanticipated in 
the prior art no motivation for combination can be found given the details missing in the 
base claims.
